Derrick Thief Gets Shock 


NUERNBERG, GERMANY. — A 
treasure hunt in search of millions 
of dollars in gold, perhaps as much 
as 50 million dollars, they believe 


was cached by Joachim Ribbentrop, 
Hitler's foreign minister, has been 
embarked upon by the American 
war crimes prosecution, 

They say the treasure probably 
was buried in churches, on farms, 
perhaps still tucked away in forgot- 
ten corners of former German em- 
bassies abroad. 

Existence of the funds was tipped 
off here by former henchmen of 


Ribbentrop in the Nazi foreign min- | 


istry, In guarded hints, they dis- 
closed it during interrogations by 
Dr, Robert M. W. Kempner, who 
prepared the prosecution of the 
German ministers under Hitler. 
Ribbentrop Hanged. 

Ribbentrop was hanged here as a 
war criminal October 16, 1946, be- 
fore the prosecutors got on the trail 
of the hidden gold. Americin agents 
had done such a magnificent job of 
finding loot, Kempner said, that it 
never occurred to anyone to look be- 
hind the foreign office files. 

Ribbentrop had four funds —a 
general budget, a ‘‘sécret’’ fund of 
about four million dollars, a war 
emergency fund of unlimited 
amounts and a ‘‘super-secret’’ per- 
sonal allotment which held at one 
time at least 45 million dollars, 
according to Kempner.

Hospital For Elba? 


According to a recent survey by the state 
planning board, approximately 7,000 people 
look to Elba for health and medical care. 
A large percentage of these persons at one 
time or another need a hospital, but since 
we don’t have one they are forced to go 
elsewhere or get by with less desirable 
facilities. 

Elba should have a hospital. Going out 
of town is expensive as well as inconven- 
jent. Many cases are complicated by time 
lost in getting elsewhere. With a hospital 
Filba could attract more doctors and could 
offer better and more complete medical 
service as well as afford people the plea- 
sure of being near home and friends while 
hospitalized. 

The cost of a hospital is not large. The 
Hill-Burton Act passed by Congress enables 
Uncle Sam to help foot the bill to the tune 
of one-third of the entire cost of construc- 
tion and equiping, The Alabama legislature 
passed an act making it possible for $3,- 
000,000 to be set aside in 1948 and 1949 if 
the state treasury has the money. With 
Uncle Sam paying a third and the state a 
third, Elba has to put up only the remain- 
ing third.
